TO THE PEOPLE OF LINCOLN 
COUNTY: 

It is hardly necessary for us to say 
that the most important question 
now before this people is that of 
roads. We are all vitally interested 
in having good roads. This is a road 
age and the very best advertisement 
any county can have is good roads, 
which not only increase the value of 
the land itself but of its products. 
We all know that the roads in this 
county are not what they ought to 
be, in fact that they are in very bad 
condition. The people feel that they 
have been heavily taxed and still 
have bad roads. The present Fiscal 
Court is determined to do all in its 
power to see that every dollar of the 
tax collected shall reach the roads 
and that the county shall receive a 
fair and just return for the money 
expended. With this end in view, the 
office of Road Supervisor will be 
abolished and the care and keep of 
the roads will be apportioned in small 
mileage to persons along the road, 
who are responsible and directly 
interested in having good roads and 

who daily travel them, and hence 
can and will, at the very least cost 
sec that all defects in the road bod or 
ditches are repaired at one! and M 
soon ns they appear. This System 
will in our opinion give us much 
better roads at much less cost. The 
present Fiscal Court will also ap- 
portion the road tax fairly and equit- 
ably all over the county, so that every 
road and community will receive its 
just share. We think the system 
adopted by the court is a step in the 
right direction but the court is satis- 
fied that the present tax is not suf- 
ficient to put our roads in repnir, 
even with all the economical busi- 
ness methods it can use. Se that, in 
order to put our roads in repair, it 
will be necessary either to levy nn 
additional tax or for the people 
along the roads to donate some ma- 
terial, time and labor. Most of us 
have upon our farms material — stone 
or gravel — absolutely injurious to 
farms, and which we can furnish at 
practically little cost, yet which 
would he a great benefit to the road 
and a great saving to the county. 
Most of us have men and teams which 
we can easily and without appreciable 
expense spare for a day, and all of 
us can give at least three or four 
loads of broken or crushed rock or 
gravel. The material furnished and 
the labor would he used onlv for the 
betterment of the road along our 
farms and which we travel. Now we 
think most of us ought to have and 
do have enough of public spirit and 
nride in the welfare of our county 
to heartily ioin in the good roads 
movement. We have spoken to many 
people of this plnrrand trteyTeadtly 
approve of it and say they will cer- 
tainly join in it. So we expect to 
have canvassers for each road ap- 
pointed by the magistrates and thus 
every person will he called upon and 
asked to join in this movement and 
to pledge material, teams and labor 
for at least a day in the earlv fu- 
ture, and thus have the roads all 
over the county repaired upon the 
same day. If you approve of the plan 
speak to your neighbor about it and 
cet him interested and let. us all get 
together and not only repair and put 
in first class condition all of out- 
roads, but thereby avoid the necessi- 
ty of any further tax. 

The week of March 18 is designat- 
ed as road working week and it is 
hoped that all who can will haul their 
rock and gravel on the 20 and 21. 
It is intended that the rock 
and gravel be hauled as short a dis- 
tance as possible, so it will he arrang- 
ed that each person who donates to 
the good cause will be allowed to

THE LATEST WAR NEWS 

Teuton troops nvhe turned from 
their attacks in Great Russia to 
strike at Finland and Podolia. The 
object of the first is to dominate the 
Baltic ports, of the latter to hold 
unrammeled control on the country 
on which so much dependence is 
placed for food supplies. The French 
have scored a decided gain in the 
Verdun sector, penetrating the Ger- 
man positions as far as their fourth 
line over a front of 1,200 meters. 
The Americans are heing left ulone, 
the enemy probably finding that 
their recent attacks were too costly. 

Russia has bowed to the Teutonic 
allies. The Bolshevik commissioners 
sent to Brest-Litovsk have signed the 
treaty of peace presented by t'.c Ger- 
mane, according to an official state- 
ment from Berlin, which adds that 
military movements In Grill Ruilll 
have ceased. The BollRlviki said 

they realized that any further delay 

would mean more onerous conditions 
and they would sign the treaty with- 
out further discussions. In the in- 
terval between the breaking up of 
the first Brest-Litovsk meeting and 
the one held late last week, the Cen- 
tral Powers added materially to the 
| demands. Turkey was the beneficiary 
Of these changes in the peace terms. 
The new demand Included that Rus- 
sia relinquish the region of Batoum, 
Kan and Kanband (Karabaugh) to 

the Turks. These regions are in 
rranscaucaill and mark a considera- 
ble addition to the Sultan's dominions 
In that lection ol the world. 

American troops, in a desperate 
hand-to-band battle, have repulsed 
a heavy German attac k on the salient 
north of Toul. There were a num- 
ber of Americans killed and wound- 
ed, including some officers. One of 
the dead was a Captain who had been 
! graduated from West Point last year. 
The Germans suffered heavily, leav- 
ing ten dead in the American trench- 
es, while the grounil in front was 
strewn with the bodies of the enemy. 
In addition, three German prisoners 
remained in the hands of the Amer- 
icans. 

The location of every dugout, em- 
placement and depression of the 
ground in the American trenches was 
known to the Germans before the re- 
cent attack. This became known when 
papers were taken from the body of 
a Prussian Captain. German prison- 
ers were frank to admit that the Huns 
cannot win the war. Deeds of hero- 
ism on the part of American soldiers 
are being recounted by their com- 
panions. 

German troops are reported to 
have been sent into Finland, ud it is 
said that the Aland Islands are being 
used as the base of operations. The 
Aland! are under guard of Swedish 
troops sent there by agreement with 
the Russian factions. 

The German Socialists have bitterly 
attacked the peace treaty with Rus- 
sia. In a debate in the Reichstag 
there were charges that Germany and 
Austria already were quarreling ov- 
er the spoils of war and t'lat the 
real truth of the situation in the east 
was being kept from the German pub- 
lic. 

Another German raid was made on 
the American lino in the Chemin des 
Dames sector. After a sharp engage- 
ment the Huns retired, leaving four 
prisoners. The Americans lost some 
killed and a number slightly wound- 
ed or missing. 



MRS. DAVIS KILLS HERSELF 

At her home at Livingston on Sun- 
day afternoon Mrs. L. H. Davis, 
wife of Livingston's most prominent 
merchant and banker, killed herself 
by shooting. The bullet entered her 
heart and she died istantly. For some 
time her sight had been somewhat 
dimmed and it is thought that she 
brooded over the fear that she 
might be totally blind. Mrs. Davis 
was about 35 years old and left on- 
ly her husband, the couple having no 
children. Her husband is a brother of 
"Fin" Davis, who lived here a num- 
ber of years ago and was a sales- 
man in the store of George H. Far- 
ris. 

FATHER OF TWENTY-TWO DEAD 

L. P. Coffman, aged about 00, died 
at his home near Bowen last week 
and was buried in the Benedict cem- 
etery on Harris Creek. Besides his 
wife, he leaves 18 children. He was 
twice married and besides the 18 liv- 
ing children tliere are four dead. He 
was an exceedingly kind-hearted man 
and was greatly beloved by his 
neighbors and those who knew him 
well. His funeral was preached by 
Rev. Edwards and a large crowd at- 
tended his burial.
